July 13 — The 
death of Betty Compton, 38, form­ 
er singer and dancer of musical 
comedy fame, who became even 
more widely known aa the wife 
of New York’s ex-mayor Jam es 
J. W alker, was announced today 
She had been ill seven months. 
The star of such Broadway hits 
as "Oh. Kay," “Hold Everything," 
“Funny Face” and “Fifty Million 
Frenchmen," died as Mrs, Theo­ 
dore Knappen, whose husband is 
a W est Point graduate and con­ 
sulting engineer. She had been ill, 
her husband disclosed, ever since 
the birth of their first child, an 
eight-pound boy. last January. 
She died in Doctors' hospital 
last night and funeral services will 
be conducted at 2 p. rn. tomorrow 
in the Campbel’ funeral rooms. 
Miss Compton's romance with 
W alker began while he still was 
the playboy mayor of New York. 
They had been seen together fre­ 
quently at sports events, night 
spots and many social affairs. 
She was disclosed also as the 
famous “unnamed person" men­ 
tioned during Samuel Seabury s in­ 
vestigation into W alker's admin­ 
istration, which led subsequently 
to hearings before the then Gov. ' 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and even­ 
tually to W alker's resignation as 
mayor while under fire

Marines 
Flushing Out 
Remnants of Powerful 
Jap 
Army 
On 
Saipan 


M ARPI POINT SFCTOR. SAIPAN. July l l —-IDelayed I— (Via Navy 
Radio)—Some of the bitterest fighting on Saipan is taking place today 
on the northern Marpi point sector of this island, with Marine* flush­ 
ing out and digging out nothing but remnant# of the once most-power­ 
ful Japanese garrison. 
The Japs are hiding out in caves, behind rocks and in every con­ 
ceivable place of cover. In 24 hours hundreds of the enemy have been 
rooted out. 
Many willingly surrendered. 
The first thing they asked when reaching American lines was for 
water. 
In many places where the Jap* are concealed it is necessary to go in 
almost shoulder to shoulder, often 
being pinned down by sniper fire 
An example of the Japs' ability 
to hide out can be seen in one sec­ 
tor long ago passed by American 
troops advancing north, where ll 
enemy snipers were discovered. 
While there is no doubt at all 
that organized enemy resistance 
ceased many day* ago some Japs 
— group* ranging anywhere from 
three to 50—still are holding out. 
Some of the Jap* have formed 
into bands which have turned the 
fighting 
into something 
closely 
resembling the Indian fighting of 
the seventies in the states. 
There s no better evidence that 
; the fighting still is going on than 
to see the medical Jeeps returning 
from Marpi point sectors carrying 
wounded Marines who have been 
i handed the most im portant job of 
I cleaning out the area. 
The 
Marpi point airfield is 
in 
fairly 
good condition, 
although 
there are some bomb craters. 
The first plane to land on Marpi 
field, w'here the Marines raised 
the stars and stripes Saturday, 
was a tiny artillery .spotting plane. 
The same was the case at the 
airstrip 
hugging 
west 
Charan 
Kanoa during the heaviest fighting 
in the early days of the Saipan in­ 
vasion . 
One Marine said. "we’ve still got 
to go into each cave. We're still 
trying to give the Jap* warning 
that w’e re going to blow up each 
cave, for we know that there are 
civilians in many of these hide­ 
outs.” 
The tremenodus job of burying 
the enemy dead is in progress in 
the 
vicinity 
where 
a 
counter­ 
attack took place. Willing natives 
are helping the Americana with 
this task. 
There is still a heavy stench of 
death 
and seemingly trillions— 
not millions or billions—of flies are 
filling hundreds of square yards rn 
the burial area. 
AU of these things are part of 
the 
mopping up task, 
and 
the 
length of time is understandably 
difficult to estimate.

Finally, 
de Gaulle heard th a t Congressional Libra­ 
rian 
Archibald 
MacLeish 
had 
given 
Library of Congress jobs to Alexis Leger 
and other French exiles and th a t they were 
feeding unfavorable information til rough j 
MacLeish to the White House. 
However, inside fact is that none of the 
above was nearly as responsible for the 
President’s attitude as was de Gaulle him­ 
self when lie refused to let EDR serve as ! 
peacemaker between him and General Gir- 
aud at Casablanca. The President prides 
himself on his ability to win friends and in­ 
fluence 
people. But at Casablanca, 
de 
Gaulle flatly refused to be influenced. All ( 
of the famous Rooseveltian charm failed to : 
budge him.

DIET AND HEALTH 


The Capillaries 
And W hat They Do 


B> LOGAN CLENDENING, M D. 
TO THE TRUISM that a man is 
ax old a* hi* arteries might be 
added the suggestion that a man 
is as happy as his capillaries. The 
capillaries, those smallest of the

blood vessels which carry the 
great sheet of blood around the 
surfaces of the body, are capable 
of contracting or dilating so that 
the sheet of blood is small and 
thin or large and thick. 
These varying diameters re­ 
spond to various factors—emo­ 
tions and temperature to name two 
familiar ones. The emotion of 
embarrassment will result in dila­ 
tion of the capillaries of the face 
which is blushing. Hot weather 
temperature will cause the capil­ 
laries of the skin all over the body 
to dilate, more blood is brought to 
the surface and exposed to cooling 
breezes and your bodily comfort 
in hot weather thus maintained. 
Human beings vary a great deal 
in the amount of response on the 
part of these small blood vessels. 
One fellow in cold weather overly 
contracts and he has cold hands 
and feet. It is not too much to sup­ 
pose that some have capillaries in 
the brain which do not expand 
under the influence of good com­ 
pany, a joke, or a good movie, they 
do not laugh so readily, so I am 
not exaggerating when I say that 
a man is as happy as his capil­ 
laries. 
Ravnaud’s Disease 
Besides such purely functional 
changes due to the influences of 
weather and emotion and environ­ 
ment, there are conditions which 
go over this borderline and can be 
said to be diseases. Such as the 
people with what is known as Ray­ 
naud's disease, in which the An­ 
gers or toes turn white and blood­ 
less and in some cases for so long 
a time that the skin becomes 
gangrenous and ulcerated. Such 
possibly are the people with mi­ 
graine headaches. And such are 
the people who have persistently 
low blood pressure with no dis­ 
cernible cause that can be ascribed 
for it. 
A test for vascular tone in a 
person susceptible to these condi­ 
tions has been devised by Dra. 


Mej*er and Naide. of the Univer­ 
sity of Pennsylvania. It consist# 
in determining the rate of fall of 
temperature in the extremities 
during the application of cold to 
the abdomen and the rate of rise 
of temperature on the application 
of heat. 
It was found that normal per­ 
sons varied enormously in their 
response. So much so that it is 
possible to grade individuals into 
seven groups running from very 
low to very high vascular tone. 
Blood Pressure Changes 
Of interest to most of us are the 
groups that have blood pressure 
changes. The doctors have nick­ 
named these patient groups. There 
are the “would-be top dogs" for 
the fellow who is inclined to have 
a little high blood pressure all the 
time. It is no accident that the 
doctor who specializes in the treat­ 
ment of high blood pressure has a 
bunch of Federal judges and top 
flight executives and corporation 
lawyers as his clientele. Every 
once in a while one of these high 
vascular tone guys turns up with 
a couple of hundred thousand 
dollars in his pocket—so I don’t 
see any real good reason for dis­ 
covering a cure for the condition. 
The low blood pressure group 
are nicknamed by the psycho- 
somatista 
“teacher’s 
pets", 
or 
“m artyrs", or “muddlers”. I didn’t 
think up those names, so don’t 
blame me. They would have a 
pretty good time if by some un­ 
lucky chance somebody didn’t take 
their blood pressure and find it 
was low.

Arnold, who should know’, has expressed the opinion that the 
Luftwaffe may never rise as a fighting force to meet the Allied in­ 
vasion of Euxape. The reason: There us no German air force in the 
modem meaning of the term. 
This does not reran that Germany has no airplanes. But it does 
mean, however, that Germany's remaining air strength has been 
so dispersed that it now is impossible to gather it 
into one effective striking force. 
Arnold give# credit for the erasure of the Luft­ 
waffe to American and British bomber forces, who 
struck relentlessly at industrial targets and reduced 
the Nazi plane production capacity to the vanishing 
point.

As an example of what happened to the German air force in the 
Invasion: A dies learned, it was disclosed, that 700 Nazi planes were 
ordered to converge on airport* near the French invasion coast, but 
only 350 arrived—the others were destroyed en route. Of the 350 
that arrived, only 200 were in shape to take off to meet the tre­ 
mendous air superiority put in the skies from England. 
To add to the industrial woes of the Nazis, Arnold disclosed that 
destruction of Germany * oil refining capacity now has top priority 
oil the Allied Air boree* bombing list. 'there were 55 major refin­ 
eries in the Reich. 
Now', Arnold said, all have been hit and largely destroyed, to cut 
the Nazis’ oil and gasoline refining capacity to leu* than 30 per cent 
of norma!.

A month’s file of a large New 
Yolk newspaper can be recorded 
on one reel, according to J. LL 
Moriarty, one of the men who de­ 
cides w hat books and microfilm the 
library shall purchase. 
The collection is so large that 
the library has set up a special 
microfilm reading room with Miss 
Ka list inc Dennis as assistant-in- 
charge. 
More valuable than ever in war­ 
time is the custom of exchanging 
official documents, annals, and pro­ 
nouncements between nations. 
Because foreign publications are 
difficult to secure during war, the

Publishing House, Too 
The Library of Congress is a pub­ 
lishing house as well as a library. 
This fact went more or less un­ 
noticed until the books for the 
J blind were brought out 
44,000 in 
I Braille raised characters and 4,600 
I “talking books” which the library 
’ has published. 
j 
As the world’s largest publisher 
I of books for the blind, the library 
is proud of another war service it 
can render, providing reading ma­ 
terials for blind veterans. 
These 
books, either the Braille books, or 
the sets of "talking books’’ on 
phonograph records, are available 
to any blind person on request to 
his local library, and are sent 
postage free. 
All thf 5* war services are a far 
cry from the original purpose of 
the library. 
In 
1802 its doors 
were opened in the capitol itself 
for the one and only purpose of 
providing a research goldmine for 
members of 
Congress 
and the 
White House. 
Today, 
legislators 
keep 
Dr. 
Ernest S. Griffith and his legisla­ 
tive research 
staff 
busier than 
ever. 
After all, when a congressman 
writes a speech he needs a lot of 
dates, names and facts to build up 
his argument. 
Now that the debates are more 
international 
than 
national 
in 
character, his questions can be 
answered only by reference to a 
great number of foreign volumes 
and documents. From this humble 
beginning of a few volumes, the 
library as it is known today has 
emerged. 
The flamboyant, almost rococco 
granite structure is never pointed 
out to war-time visitors as a cen­ 
ter of war activity in the capital. 
But that is precisely what it is.
